WASHINGTON - Russia, 
responding to the Japanese 
nuclear crisis, will perform a 
“stress test” on all its reactors 
to judge their ability to with¬ 
stand earthquakes more pow¬ 
erful than the original design 
anticipated, the Russian state- 
owned nuclear power com¬ 
pany Rosatom said Thursday. 
Rosatom is willing to share 
the test results with the United 
States, said the company’s di¬ 
rector general, Sergey Kirien¬ 
ko, who met here with Energy 
Department officials. 

The United States and Russia 
signed a nuclear cooperation 
agreement last year. 

Kirienko also said he thought 
the World Association of 
Nuclear Operators, an in¬ 
dustry group based in Lon¬ 
don, should have expanded 
authority to inspect reactors 
and coordinate safety efforts. 
Rosatom is a member of the 
group.Q

JERUSALEM - On one side 
were members of the Israeli 
Parliament and advocates 
who argued that there was 
only one legitimate way to 
support Israel from abroad - 
unconditionally. On the other 
were those who insisted that 
love and devotion did not 
mean withholding criticism. 
For an electric two hours on 
Wednesday, the sides fought 
bitterly inside a parliamentary 
hearing room. As they spoke, 
tensions on the Gaza bor¬ 
der rose, and turmoil spread 
across the Middle East; hours 
later a bomb went off in Jeru¬ 
salem, killing one person and 
wounding dozens. Israelis are 
feeling increasingly insecure 
about any criticism they be¬ 
lieve could help their enemies. 
At the center of the parlia¬ 
mentary debate was a three- 
year-old American advocacy 
group, J Street, which calls it¬ 
self pro-Israel and pro-peace, 


a left-leaning alternative to 
the American Israel Public Af¬ 
fairs Committee, or AIPAC, 
the pro-Israel lobbying group 
in the United States. J Street 
opposes Israeli settlements 
in the West Bank and urged 
President Barack Obama not 
to veto an antisettlement reso¬ 
lution in the United Nations 
Security Council recently. 

The conveners of Wednes¬ 
day’s hearing, a hawkish Li¬ 
kud legislator named Danny 
Danon and a conservative col¬ 
league from the centrist Kad- 
ima party, Otniel Schneller, 
wanted to expose J Street for 
what they believed it to be - a 
group of self-doubting Ameri¬ 
can Jews more worried about 
what their neighbors say than 
what is good for the state of 
Israel. 

“This is a dispute between 
those who care what non-Jews 
will say and those who believe 
in being a light unto nations, 
between the mentality of exile 
and that of redemption,” Sch¬ 


neller said. “J Street is not a 
Zionist organization. It offers 
love with strings attached. 
They say, 4 We love you only if 
you behave the way we like.’ ” 
Jeremy Ben-Ami, J Street’s 
founder, came from Washing¬ 
ton to defend his group, which 
claims about 170,000 support¬ 
ers. “We should work through 
our differences with respect, 
vibrant discussion and open 
dialogue,” he told the legisla¬ 
tors. “It only weakens Israel 
and the Jewish people to make 
differences of opinion into 
something greater and to ac¬ 
cuse those who criticize Israe¬ 
li policy of being anti-Israel or 
worse.” 

The committee meeting, 
which drew a crowd and of¬ 
ten descended into shouting 
matches, was unprecedented, 
according to many Israelis. 
No one could recall a debate 
inside Israel’s Parliament ex¬ 
amining whether an American 
group calling itself pro-Israel 
was living up to the name.Q 


6.8 quake

New census milestone: 

Hispanics reach 50 million

WASHINGTON - Hispanics accounted for more than half of the 
U.S. population increase over the last decade, exceeding esti¬ 
mates in most states as they crossed a new census milestone: 50 
million, or 1 in 6 Americans. 

Meanwhile, more than 9 million Americans checked two or 
more race categories on their 2010 census forms, up 32 percent 
from 2000, a sign of burgeoning multiracial growth in an in¬ 
creasingly minority nation. 

The Census Bureau on Thursday released its first set of na¬ 
tional-level findings from the 2010 count on race and migra¬ 
tion, detailing a decade in which rapid minority growth, aging 
whites and the housing boom and bust were the predominant 
story lines. 

Analysts said the results confirmed a demographic transforma¬ 
tion under way that is upending traditional notions of racial mi¬ 
norities, political swing districts, even city and suburb. 

“These are big demographic changes,” said Mark Mather, an 
associate vice president at the nonprofit Population Reference 
Bureau. “There is going to be some culture shock, especially in 
communities that haven’t had high numbers of immigrants or 
minorities in the past.” 

“By 2050, we may have an entirely new system of defining our¬ 
selves,” he said. 

According to data released Thursday, Americans continued 
their decades-long migration to fast-growing parts of the Sun 
Belt. Their move to big states such as California and Texas as 
well as fast-growing Mountain West states pushed the nation’s 
mean center of population roughly 30 miles southwest to a spot 
near the village of Plato, Mo. 

African-Americans in search of wider spaces increasingly left 
big cities such as Detroit, Chicago and New York for the sub¬ 
urbs, typically in the South. Both Michigan and Illinois had 
their first declines in the black population since statehood as 
many of their residents opted for warmer climes in the suburbs 
of places such as Atlanta, Dallas and Houston. □ 


U.S. adds 

Saudi bombmaker to terror blacklist

WASHINGTON - The Unit¬ 
ed States on Thursday added 
a Saudi bombmaker who is a 
key suspect in the 2010 al Qa¬ 
eda parcel bomb plot against 
the United States to its official 
terrorism blacklist. 

Ibrahim Hassan al-Asiri is 
believed to work with the 
Yemen-based al Qaeda in the 
Arabian Peninsula (AQAP) 
and already tops Saudi Ara¬ 
bia’s terrorism list. 

“Al-Asiri is an AQAP opera¬ 
tive and serves as the terrorist 
organizations’ primary bomb 
maker,” the State Department 
said in announcing the desig¬ 
nation, noting that al-Asiri has 
also been accused of recruit¬ 
ing his younger brother as a 
suicide bomber for a failed at¬ 
tack on Saudi counter-terror¬ 
ism chief Prince Mohammed 
bin Nayef in 2009. 

“Although the assassination 
attempt failed, the brutality, 
novelty and sophistication of 
the plot is illustrative of the 
threat posed by al-Asiri,” the 
State Department said. 

The U.S. order is aimed at 
stemming the flow of resourc¬ 
es to al-Asiri by freezing all 
of his property which may be 
under U.S. jurisdiction and 
banning any U.S. citizen from 
engaging in transactions with 
him. 


AQAP, which already appears 
on the U.S. terrorist organiza¬ 
tion list, has been blamed for 
the foiled plot last year that 
saw Dubai and Britain inter¬ 
cept two U.S.-bound parcel 
bombs sent from Yemen ad¬ 
dressed to synagogues in Chi¬ 
cago. 


The Obama administration 
has been increasingly focused 
on the al Qaeda wing, which 
authorities have said was also 
behind the failed attempt to 
blow up a U.S. jetliner on 
Christmas Day 2009 with a 
bomb that a Nigerian man hid 
in his underwear.Q

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Arizona House approves 
ban on some abortions

PHOENIX - The Arizona 
House of Representatives on 
Wednesday approved contro¬ 
versial legislation that would 
make the state the first in the 
nation to ban abortions con¬ 
ducted due to the race or gen¬ 
der of the fetus. 

The Arizona Senate approved 
the bill earlier this week by a 
vote of 21-5. The bill was ap¬ 
proved in the House by a vote 
of 35-20. It now goes to Ari¬ 
zona Governor Jan Brewer, a 
Republican. Brewer has not 


said if she will sign it into 
law. “This legislation has just 
reached the governor’s desk, 
so she’ll be studying it in the 
days ahead,” 

said Brewer’s spokesman 
Matt Benson. “But it’s worth 
noting that Governor Brewer 
has an exceptionally strong 
pro-life record as an elected 
official.” The moves comes 
as abortion opponents across 
the nation try to seize on 
gains made by conservatives 
in the November 2010 elec¬ 
tions and further restrict the 
procedure.□

Oldest US nuclear reactor: a ‘disaster’

LACEY, New Jersey - A 
sleepy New Jersey town has 
popped onto people’s radar 
screens because it has the 
oldest running nuclear power 
plant in the United States — 
and, some say, the most dan¬ 
gerous. 

Named for a Revolutionary 
War general, Lacey is the 
kind of American town that 
few from outside the seaside 
settlement knew much about 
before the earthquake and 
tsunami in Japan triggered a 
nuclear crisis. 

Down the road from the 
1950s-style diner and across 
from the bridge that locals 
use as a fishing pier stands the 
Oyster Creek nuclear plant. 

It uses a GE Mark I Boiling 
Water reactor identical to 
those that lost power at Ja¬ 
pan’s Fukushima plant in the 
March 11 earthquake and then 
was struck by a tsunami that 
knocked out its backup gener¬ 
ators, causing reactor cooling 
functions to fail. 

US anti-nuclear activists and 
many residents of Lacey and 
surrounding Jersey shore 
townships worry that a simi¬ 


lar nuclear disaster could hap¬ 
pen at Oyster Creek, and it 
wouldn’t need an earthquake 
or tsunami to trigger it. 

Oyster Creek has been dogged 
by problems including a cor¬ 
roding liner in the carbon 
steel containment unit; leaks 
that allow radioactive tritium 
to seep into drinking water; 
and huge volumes of stocked 
spent fuel rods. 

“We have 40 years of radia¬ 
tion on site two-and-a-half to 
three times more than in Ja¬ 
pan,” anti-nuclear activist Jeff 
Brown told AFP. 

“You also have that tremen¬ 
dously stupid design to start 
with where the spent fuel rods 


are sitting on top of the reac¬ 
tor,” he said, raising a fear 
among residents that the reac¬ 
tor could be an easy target for 
a terrorist attack. 

“At the very least, we need 
a no-fly zone over Oyster 
Creek. We have a no-fly zone 
over Disney World but not 
here,” said Peggi Sturmfels, a 
program organizer at the New 
Jersey Environmental Federa¬ 
tion. 

Oyster Creek is owned and 
operated by Exelon Corpo¬ 
ration, which employs 700 
people at the plant. The com¬ 
pany disputes the charges by 
activists, insisting the reactor 
is safe.Q

70-year old arrested in meth investigation

MILL VALLE - The owner of 
a financially struggling nov¬ 
elty gift and pom boutique 
in Mill Valley was arrested 
Wednesday on suspicion of 
selling methamphetamine at 
the store, authorities said. 
David McDonald, the propri¬ 
etor of The Pleasure Principle 
at 74 Throckmorton Ave., was 
taken into custody after state 
and local dmg agents served a 
warrant at the shop. 
McDonald, a 70-year-old 
Fairfax resident, is suspected 
of selling methamphetamine 
and selling a chemical precur¬ 
sor used in the manufacture 
of methamphetamine, said 
Tim Jung, an agent with the 
California Bureau of Narcotic 
Enforcement. 

Jung declined to release fur¬ 
ther details about the case, 
which is also being inves¬ 
tigated by the West Contra 
Costa County Narcotics En¬ 


forcement Team. The Marin 
County Major Crimes Task 
Force and the Mill Valley Po¬ 
lice Department also assisted, 
said Mill Valley police Sgt. 
Paul Wrapp. 

No other suspects were ar¬ 
rested Wednesday, Jung said. 
The store has been at its cur¬ 
rent site since 1966, when it 
was a jewelry store operated 
by McDonald and his father. 
When the elder McDonald 


left in 1971, the store began 
to evolve from a jewelry store 
into a novelty shop that car¬ 
ried marijuana pipes, sex toys, 
adult films, posters and other 
knickknacks. 

McDonald was set to be evict¬ 
ed from the store at the end 
of the month. He said he has 
been stmggling amid years 
of declining revenues and has 
been late on his rent for the 
past year and a half.Q 
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Man accused of leaving 
exnlosive at US building

DETROIT - A Michigan man 
with a history of bizarre rants 
and threats against the FBI 
was charged Thursday with 
trying to use an explosive to 
damage a federal building in 
downtown Detroit, authorities 
said.

A tool bag holding the box 
was discovered on Feb. 26 
and brought inside the build¬ 
ing, but it sat for 20 days be¬ 
fore authorities destroyed it 
last week, the FBI said in a 
court filing. 

The exploded materials in¬ 
cluded pieces of PVC pipe,

a timer and black electrical 
tape, along with a handwrit¬ 
ten note that read, “1. Turn 
Switch 2. Plug, in,” agent 
Mark Davidson wrote. 

The FBI is not calling it a 
bomb; all pieces were still 
being examined by experts, 
spokeswoman Sandra Berch- 
told said. 

Mikulich lives in Kingsford in 
Michigan’s Upper Peninsula, 
about 500 miles northwest of 
Detroit. □

For al-Qaida 

Detroit was just the cheapest flight

WASHINGTON - When an 
admitted al-Qaida operative 
planned his itinerary for a 
Christmas 2009 airline bomb¬ 
ing, he considered launching 
the strike in the skies above 
Houston or Chicago, The As¬ 
sociated Press has learned. 
But tickets were too expen¬ 
sive, so he refocused the mis¬ 
sion on a cheaper destination: 
Detroit. 

The decision is among new 
details emerging about one of 
the most sensational terrorism 
plots to unfold since President 
Barack Obama took office. 

It shows that al-Qaida’s Ye¬ 
men branch does not share 
Osama bin Laden’s desire to 
attack symbolic targets, pre¬ 
ferring instead to strike at tar¬ 
gets of opportunity.

Another person with 
knowledge of the case said 
Abdulmutallab also consid¬ 
ered Chicago but was discour¬ 
aged by the cost. All spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were not autho¬ 
rized to discuss the case. 
While the target and timing 
were unimportant, the mis¬ 
sion itself was a highly orga¬ 
nized plot that involved one 
of the FBI’s most wanted 
terrorists and al-Qaida’s go¬ 
to bomb maker, current and 
former officials said. Before 
Abdulmutallab set off on his 
mission, he visited the home 
of al-Qaida manager Fahd al- 
Quso to discuss the plot and 
the workings of the bomb. 
Al-Quso, 36, is one of the 
most senior al-Qaida leaders 
publicly linked to the Christ¬ 
mas plot.Q

Giffords’ husband hopes 
she’ll be at April launch

HOUSTON - The astronaut husband of wounded Rep. Gabrielle 
Giffords said Thursday there’s a “pretty good chance” she will 
attend his space shuttle launch next month. 

“We still don’t know for sure. I’m just awaiting final approval 
from her doctors,” shuttle commander Mark Kelly told report¬ 
ers at a news conference at NASA’s Johnson Space Center. 
Kelly said his wife, who is recovering from a gunshot wound to 
the head, is doing “remarkably well.” 

“She’s improving every day and in the realm of brain injuries 
that is very significant and pretty rare,” he said. “She’s starting 
to walk, talk more every day.” 

Giffords is also beginning to deal with the shooting at a Tucson, 
Ariz., shopping center in January, he said. “Despite that, she 
remains in a very good mood,” he said. 

Kelly spoke at the traditional preflight news conference for 
shuttle crews. Wearing a turquoise “Gabby” wristband, he 
spoke first, reading from a statement before the crew took ques¬ 
tions. He said he wanted reporters to focus on the shuttle mis¬ 
sion, not his wife’s recovery. 

He is the commander of NASA’s next-to-last shuttle flight. 
Shuttle Endeavour is due to blast off for the final time April 19. 
The fleet is retiring after shuttle Atlantis makes one last trip to 
the International Space Station this summer. 

Kelly quit training after his wife was shot while meeting with 
constituents. □

Strikes raise pressure on Gadhafi, rebels alike

According to a CNN re¬ 
port, one person was killed 
by a roof collapse caused by 
the earthquake. Reuters re¬ 
ported that the quake was 
felt in Thailand and Vietnam 
and electricity was cut off in 
some areas around the quake. 
Cracks in the road were re¬ 
ported in the town of Tachil- 
ek, Myanmar. 

The preliminary magnitude 
for this quake was 7.0 but 
was later downgraded to a 
6.8 by the USGS. Myanmar 
was also struck by a mag¬ 
nitude 5.4 quake on March 
10. This quake, which was 
centered along the border be¬ 
tween Myanmar and China, 
was responsible for at least 
25 deaths and more than 250 
injuries. That particular quake 
was a deeper quake at ap¬ 
proximately 35 kilometers or 
about 21 miles. 

A quake along the Myanmar- 
India border struck earlier in 
the year on Feb. 4 and regis¬ 
tered 6.4 in magnitude. 
Today’s quake was a shallow 
quake which is usually more 
destructive than a deeper 
earthquake. □

BENGHAZI, Libya 
Fighter jets hit aircraft and a 
crossroads military base deep 
inside Libya on Thursday and 
NATO sailors prepared to 
board suspect ships, blocking 
new weapons and foreign 
fighters from resupplying 
Moammar Gadhafi’s depleted 
forces by land, sea and air. 
France set a timeframe on the 
international action at days or 
weeks not months. 

The possibility of a looming 
deadline raised pressure on 
rebel forces. So did the arms 
embargo, which keeps both 
Gadhafi and his outgunned 
opposition from getting more 
weapons. The rebels were 
so strapped Thursday that 
they handed out sneakers 
and not guns at one of their 
checkpoints. 

“We are facing cannons, T-72 
and T-92 tanks, so what do 
we need? We need anti-tank 
weapons, things like that,” 
said Col. Ahmed Omar Bani, 
a military spokesman told 
reporters in Benghazi, the 
de facto rebel capital. “We 
are preparing our army now. 


Before there was no army, 
from now there is an idea to 
prepare a new army with new 
armaments and new morals.” 
The Gadhafi regime appeared 
equally hard-pressed, asking 
international forces to spare its 
broadcast and communications 
infrastructure. 

“Communications, whether 
by phones or other uses, are 
civilian and for the good of 
the Libyan nation to help 
us provide information, 
knowledge and coordinate 
everyday life. If these 
civilian targets are hit, it 
will make life harder for 
millions of civilians around 
Libya,” Moussa Ibrahim, a 
government spokesman, told 
reporters in Tripoli. French 
Foreign Minister Alain Juppe 
said the international action 
would last days or possibly 


weeks, but not months. But he 
told RTL radio that in addition 
to protecting civilians, the 
mission “is also about putting 
Gadhafi’s opponents, who 
are fighting for democracy 
and freedom, in a situation of 
taking back the advantage.” 
Libyan state television showed 
blackened and mangled bodies 
that it said were victims of 
airstrikes in Tripoli. Rebels 
have accused Gadhafi’s forces 
of taking bodies from the 
morgue and pretending they 
are civilian casualties. 

A U.S. intelligence report 
on March 21, the day after 
coalition missiles attacked 
Gadhafi’s Bab al-Aziziya 
compound in the capitol, said 
that a senior Gadhafi aide was 
told to take bodies from a 
morgue and place them at the 
scene of the bomb damage, 


to be displayed for visiting 
journalists. A senior U.S. 
defense official revealed the 
contents of the intelligence 
report on condition of 
anonymity because it was 
classified secret. 

The French strikes hit a base 
about 250 kilometers south of 
the Libyan coastline, as well 
as a Libyan combat plane 
that had just landed outside 
the strategic city of Misrata, 
France’s military said. 

In Tripoli, Libyan deputy 
foreign minister Khaled 
Kaim said that the “military 
compound at Juffra” was 
among the targets hit. Juffra 
is one of at least two air bases 
deep in Libya’s interior, on 
main routes that lead from 
neighboring countries in the 
Sahara region that have been 
suppliers of arms and fighters 
for the Gadhafi regime. 

The town of Sabha, about 
385 miles south of Tripoli, 
has another air base and 
international airport and is 
a major transit point for the 
ethnic Tuareg fighters from 
Mali and Niger who have 
fought for Gadhafi for the past 
two decades. □

I am, along with many oth¬ 
ers, one of the unemployed 
that isn’t counted when you 
read about the unemployment 
rate. I have been unemployed 
for five years and barely make 
ends make, and even have dif¬ 
ficulty paying my $30 phone 
bill each month. 

Hard to believe isn’t it when 
$30 a month is a difficult 
choice to make when it comes 
to having a phone or buy¬ 
ing food. But if I don’t have 
a phone I won’t be able to 
contact, or be contacted, by 
the potential employers out 
there. I have a BA in busi¬ 
ness, worked for international 
companies and a very talented 
photographer. My girlfriend, 
the loving soul that she is, gra¬ 
ciously takes on most of the 
bills that the both of us incur 
each month. I am just thank¬ 
ful we don’t have any chil¬ 
dren at this time because we 
cannot afford the extra costs, 
nor would I want them to be 
affected by the plight that 
we are currently enduring. 
We have mounting expenses: 
medical, dental and I have had 
to sell off most of my photog¬ 
raphy equipment. I have sold 
so much of my equipment 
that I cannot make any money 
with what is now a hobby, it 
was once a source of income, 
photography. We have had to 
move from a nice house, out 


in the sticks where it is quiet, 
the people are nice and it is 
safe. The two of us, in our 30s, 
now live in a poor neighbor¬ 
hood, in a studio apartment. 
With the occasional gunfire, 
drug dealing and gang activ¬ 
ity. What has happened to our 
world? We do not qualify for 
any federal assistance; my 
girlfriend earns too much and 
I am too honest to lie in or¬ 
der to get the help that I have 
paid into. And every day I just 
look at the people who are in 
the same boat, without a pad¬ 
dle, traveling down the same 
creek. It is depressing and it 
has taken a toll on my hairline 
and general health. And some¬ 
times I wake in the night to 
find my loving girlfriend cry¬ 
ing because we have to make 
difficult choices in what to 
spend our money on; food or 
bills. It is genuinely painful 
to wake in the morning at 6, 
get online and look for work. 
(We are fortunate to have a 
neighbor that lets us surf on 
her Wi-Fi signal; that is a god¬ 
send). Sending out resumes, 
calling the numbers listed on 
the various ads and not get¬ 
ting a response 90 percent of 
the time. And every time that 
I have a lead, get dressed up 
nice, trim what’s left of my 
hair and head out to the inter¬ 
view only to find 30 or more 
other people applying for the 
same, single position that is 
available.□

On Feb. 11, Mississippi Gov. 
Haley Barbour, his wife and 
three aides flew in a luxury 
jet to Washington for a week¬ 
end of politicking, including 
an appearance on Fox News 
Sunday and a speech to the 
Conservative Political Action 
Conference. “Our problem is 
not that we tax too little,” Bar¬ 
bour told the gathering. “It’s 
that we spend too much.” 

The potential presidential 
contender may have another 
problem: 

Mississippi taxpayers paid 
the tab for Barbour’s first- 
class travel. State documents 
obtained by TIME show that 
Mississippi shelled out $7,020 
to shuttle Barbour and his en¬ 
tourage to and from D.C. on 
its Cessna Citation, a cost that 
Barbour says is justified by 
state work he did in D.C. over 
the same weekend. “The trip 
requests make clear the Gov¬ 
ernor was on official busi¬ 
ness including meetings with 
members of Congress about 
issues ranging from economic 
development to energy policy 
and health care reform - all 
important to the people of 
Mississippi,” says his spokes¬ 
woman Laura Hipp. 
According to the documents, 
Barbour’s reason for using 
the state plane was a “meeting 
with Congressional leaders”; 
his office declined to make 
public his full schedule for the 
two day visit. 

Taking the state’s jet for a mix 
of personal and state business 
is nothing new for Barbour, 


who says he will make a final 
decision on a presidential bid 
in April. 

He racked up more than 
$300,000 in taxpayer-funded 
travel bills in 2010, spending 
all or part of at least 175 days 
outside the state, according to 
the Clarion-Ledger newspa¬ 
per in Jackson, Miss. 

On trips with less overlap 
with state business, Barbour 
has made a habit of hiring his 


own private plane, his aides 
say. State law places few re¬ 
strictions on a governor’s use 
of the plane. But such luxuries 
clash with the cost-cutting 
message Barbour is bringing 
to Republicans around the 
country. “It’s very ironic,” 
says Lynn Evans of Missis¬ 
sippi’s Common Cause, a 
nonpartisan watchdog group. 
“For him, that’s just the way 
it’s supposed to work.’Q 


Few Americans see Obama as strong military leader

WASHINGTON - Only 17 
percent of Americans see 
President Barack Obama as 
a strong and decisive military 
leader, according to Ipsos poll 
taken after the United States 
and its allies began bombing 
Libya. Nearly half of those 
polled view Obama as a cau¬ 
tious and consultative com- 
mander-in-chief and more 
than a third see him as indeci¬ 
sive in military matters. 
Obama was widely criticized 


in 2009 for his months-long 
consultations with senior 
aides and military chiefs on 
whether to send more troops 
to Afghanistan.

If the Libya mission becomes 
a foreign policy mess, mixed 
with perceptions Obama is a 
weak military leader, it could 
spell trouble for him in the 
2012 presidential election. 
The poll also found that 60 
percent of Americans sup¬ 
port the United States and its 
allies bombing Libya to im¬ 
pose a no-fly zone to protect 
civilians from Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi’s forces.

Bloc calls on UN 
to oust Gbagbo

ABUJA, Nigeria - The region¬ 
al body representing nations in 
West Africa called on the United 
Nations Security Council to take 
immediate steps to force the out¬ 
going president of Ivory Coast to 
cede office. 

In a statement released Thurs¬ 
day, the Economic Community 
of West African States described 
the situation in Ivory Coast as a 
“regional humanitarian emergen¬ 
cy” caused by President Laurent 
Gbagbo’s refusal to yield power. 
The bloc, known as ECOWAS, 


said the Security Council needs 
“to facilitate the immediate 
transfer of power to Mr. Alassane 
Ouattara.” 

Mounting violence in Ivory 
Coast has claimed the lives of 
more than 460 people since the 
Nov. 28 election. Gbagbo lost by 
a nearly 9-point margin to oppo¬ 
sition leader Ouattara, but has re¬ 
fused to stand down. His militias, 
meanwhile, have begun attack¬ 
ing United Nations peacekeepers 
and foreigners who have been 
labeled “terrorists” on state TV, 
in what appears to be a desperate 
attempt to cling to power. □

Dolphin saved after 
dumped in rice field

TOKYO - A baby dolphin has been rescued in Japan after being 
dumped in a rice field by a giant tsunami that hit the coast on March 11. 
The dolphin was spotted in the flooded field, about 2 km (a mile) from 
the coast, said Ryo Taira, a pet-shop owner who has been rescuing 
animals abandoned after the 9.0 magnitude quake and tsunami left 
23,000 people dead or missing. “A man passing by said he had found 
the dolphin in the rice paddy and that we had to do something to 
save it,” the 32-year-old Taira told Reuters, aira found the dolphin 
struggling in the shallow seawater on Tuesday and after failing to net 
it, waded in to the field, which had yet to be sown with rice, to cradle 
the 1.2-meter animal in his arms. □

UNITED NATIONS - Repre¬ 
sentatives of Moammar Gad- 
hafi’s government and the Lib¬ 
yan opposition will be among 
those attending an African Union 
meeting in Addis Ababa, Ethio¬ 
pia U.N. Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said Thursday. 

The meeting is part of efforts 
to reach a cease-fire and politi¬ 
cal solution in Libya, Ban said. 
The U.N. chief told the Security 
Council that his special envoy to 
Libya, former Jordanian foreign 
minister Abdelilah Al-Khatib, 
as well as representatives of rel¬ 
evant countries and regional or¬ 
ganizations will also attend. 

Ban told the 15-member coun¬ 
cil that there is no evidence that 
Libyan officials have instituted a 
cease-fire as they claim. 

“To the contrary, fierce battles 
continue in or around the cities 
of Ajdabiya, Misrata and Zi- 


tan, among others,” Ban said in 
his first report since the council 
passed two resolutions aimed at 
protecting civilians in Libya. 

Ban said Al-Khatib has warned 
Gadhafi government officials 
that the council is prepared to 
take additional measures if they 
do not respect the two resolutions 
that call for a cease-fire. 


“The special envoy emphasized 
that it was in Libya’s best inter¬ 
est to cease hostilities and change 
the dynamics of the crisis,” he 
said. 

The second of the council’s two 
resolutions also authorized estab¬ 
lishment of a no-fly zone and the 
use of “all necessary measures” 
to protect civilians in Libya. □

Merkel calls 
for nuclear 
power alter

BRUSSELS - German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel said 
Thursday nuclear energy poli¬ 
cy across the European Union 
has to fundamentally change 
to take the fallout of Japan’s 
nuclear accident into account. 

Merkel has already ordered 
the temporary closure of sev¬ 
en of Germany’s oldest reac¬ 
tors and said ahead of Thurs¬ 
day’s EU summit of govern¬ 
ment leaders in Brussels that 
nations using nuclear energy 
“cannot just go back to nor¬ 
mal.” 

Her cautious approach con¬ 
trasts with that of France, 
which early this week 
launched an impassioned de¬ 
fense of nuclear power.

DARAA, Syria - The Syrian 
government pledged Thurs¬ 
day to consider lifting some 
of the Mideast’s most repres¬ 
sive laws in an attempt to stop 
a week-long uprising in a 
southern city from spreading 
and threatening its nearly 50- 
year rule. 

The promises were immedi¬ 
ately rejected by many activ¬ 
ists who called for demonstra¬ 


tions around the country in 
response to a crackdown that 
protesters say killed dozens of 
anti-government marchers in 
the city of Daraa. 

“We will not forget the mar¬ 
tyrs of Daraa,” a resident told 
The Associated Press by tele¬ 
phone. “If they think this will 
silence us they are wrong.” 
The coming days will be a 
crucial test of the surge of 
popular discontent that has 


unseated autocrats in Tuni¬ 
sia and Egypt and threatens 
to push several others from 
power. 

On one side in Syria stands a 
regime unafraid of using ex¬ 
treme violence to quash inter¬ 
nal unrest. 

In one infamous example, it 
leveled entire sections of the 
city of Hama with artillery 
and bulldozers to put down an 
uprising by the Sunni Islamist 
Muslim Brotherhood in 1982. 
Facing the regime is a loosely 
organized protest movement 
in the main city of southern 
Syria’s drought-parched agri¬ 
cultural heartland. 

Sheltering in Daraa’s Roman- 
era old city, the protesters 
have persisted through seven 
days of increasing violence by 
security forces, but have not 
inspired significant unrest in 
other parts of the country. 
“Even if the government can 
contain violence to Daraa for 


the time-being, protests will 
spread,” Joshua Landis, a Syr¬ 
ia expert at the University of 
Oklahoma, wrote in a recent 
blog posting. “The wall of fear 
has broken.” 

President Bashar Assad, a 
close ally of Iran and its re¬ 
gional proxies, Hezbollah 
and Hamas, appears worried 
enough to promise increased 
freedoms for discontented 
citizens and increased pay and 
benefits for state workers a 
familiar package of incentives 
offered by other nervous Arab 
regimes in recent weeks. 

“To those who claim they 
want freedom and dignity for 
the (Syrian) people, I say to 
them we have seen the exam¬ 
ple of Iraq, the million martyrs 
there and the loss of security 
there,” presidential adviser 
Buthaina Shaaban told report¬ 
ers in the capital, Damascus, 
as she announced the prom¬ 
ises of reform. □

TOKYO - The most difficult 
thing in a nuclear crisis, the 
Tokyo firefighter said, was the 
inability to sense where the 
danger was. 

The Tokyo Fire Department’s 
elite rescue team was among 
those called in to cool down 
a nuclear plant north of 
the capital that was badly 
damaged by a March 11 
earthquake and tsunami and 
was leaking radiation. 

“We usually detect dangers, 
like fire and smoke, with 
our eyes, ears and nose, and 
eliminate some of them, if not 
all,” said Yukio Takayama, a 
leader of the team. 

“At our latest site, we 
couldn’t sense the dangers. 
It can be very scary if you 
cannot eliminate dangers for 
yourselves. As long as you 
work on the scene, you are 


constantly in danger, and a 
sense of fear is with you all 
the time. But someone had to 
do this and that someone was 
us.” Takayama said he and 
his men had been tested for 
radiation exposure after they 
installed equipment and left 
the plant and they were all fine. 


After the disaster knocked 
out cooling systems at the 
Tokyo Electric Power plant 
in Fukushima, 240 km north 
of Tokyo, the government 
scrambled to send in military 
and firefighters to hose down 
the reactors and spent fuel

IIS movie Is ‘Invasion’ of my life 


PERUGIA, Italy - U.S. stu¬ 
dent Amanda Knox told a court 
Thursday that a movie docu¬ 
menting the murder of her Brit¬ 
ish roommate and Knox’s trial 
is an “invasion of my life,” her 
lawyer said. 

Knox made the statement at a 
civil court hearing, held behind 
closed-doors, aimed at halting 
circulation of the film “Amanda 
Knox: Murder on Trial in Italy.” 
“I’m upset over this invasion of 
my life, and for the speculation 
at my expense,” Knox told the 
court, according to her lawyer 
Carlo Dalla Vedova. 

Dalla Vedova noted the movie 
aired in February on the Lifetime 
television network despite his le¬ 
gal attempt to block it. 

He said it is also is available on 
Lifetime’s website, and on video 
streaming sites. He also wants

nettiere in the title role, removed 
from other sites where they ap¬ 
pear. 

“Before it was a threat of damage. 
Today there is ongoing damage,” 
Dalla Vedova said, citing Knox’s 
appeal on her murder conviction. 


The appeals trial continues Sat¬ 
urday. 

“It is today causing real damage 
to Amanda, to the Italian justice 
system and to her privacy,” he 
said, citing references to Knox’s 
sex life and medical history made 
in the film. 

Les Eisner, a spokesman for 
Lifetime’s parent company, A&E 
Television Networks, said Thurs¬ 
day that the network had no com¬ 
ment. 

Dalla Vedova said the civil case 
was delayed until July 4 so Life¬ 
time can respond to a summons 
to appear before the court. 

Knox was convicted of mur¬ 
dering Meredith Kercher in the 
apartment they shared as ex¬ 
change students in Perugia, and 
sentenced to 26 years in prison. 
Her co-defendant and ex-boy¬

Admiral calls time

Gaia militants fire 
rackets into Israel

JERUSALEM - Palestinian militants in Gaza fired a new wave 
of rockets that landed deep inside Israel Thursday, defying Israeli 
retaliatory attacks and threats. As the violence threatened to escalate 
the day after a deadly Jerusalem bombing, Israel got a boost from 
the visiting U.S. defense chief, who said no country could tolerate 
the “repugnant” attacks on its soil. Police said Gaza militants fired 
10 rockets and mortars toward Israel Thursday, including two rockets 
that landed north of the city of Ashdod a first since Israel and Gaza’s 
Hamas rulers reached an unofficial truce following a three-week war 
that ended in January 2009. Israeli airstrikes hit a number of Gaza 
targets in retaliation throughout the day. Neither side reported injuries 
or said they wanted a new fight. But the new hostilities could easily 
spin out of control, especially if civilian deaths mount. 

Wednesday’s bombing killed a British tourist, and five members of a 
Jewish family were slain while they slept in a West Bank settlement 
earlier this month. Israel has blamed Palestinians for both attacks. 
Also this week, Israeli shelling killed three children and their uncle in 
Gaza. The army said it was targeting militants. The fighting in Gaza 
has been the fiercest since Israel went to war there to try to curb years 
of rocket attacks. The fierce three-week offensive killed some 1,400 
Palestinians, including hundreds of civilians.□

Dodd accepted the job as head 
of the Motion Picture Asso¬ 
ciation of America, he did not 
know the address of his new 
office, located just down the 
street from the White House. 
“I discovered the address was 
1600 I Street, and there was 
a time in my life when I had 
ambitions to have a 1600 ad¬ 
dress,” he says wryly. “But I 
missed by a block.” Dodd, a 
66-year-old former presiden¬ 
tial candidate, throws back 
his head of gleaming white 
hair and laughs with gleaming 
white teeth. He started his job 
on St. Patrick’s Day, for luck, 
and on Friday, he’s still wear¬ 
ing a green tie. “It’s like the 
first day of school,” he says 
as he admires the old movie 
posters on the wall - Alfred 
Hitchcock, James Dean and 
Bette Davis. At first Dodd 
was unsure about becoming 
the Washington promoter for 
six major Hollywood studios 
because, as he told the Mc- 
Clatchy papers, “I’m not into 
the glitz.” His life now re¬ 
volves around his wife, Jack¬ 
ie, and his two lovely young 
daughters, Grace and Christi¬ 
na. He has already warned his 
daughters not to expect perks 
(like an early copy of the fi¬ 
nal Harry Potter movie). He 
told them, “Your friendships 
should be based on people lik¬ 
ing you and not what you can 
bring along.” 

Of course, as a Connecticut 
senator who was the son of 
a Connecticut senator, Dodd 
has had plenty of brushes with 
celebrity. He campaigned 
with Paul Simon and hung 
out with Paul Newman in 
Westport. He had a cameo in 
the political movie “Dave.” 
As a merry bachelor in the 


4 80s, he was linked to Bianca 
Jagger and Carrie Fisher. He 
even ran into one of his most 
famous constituents, Katha¬ 
rine Hepburn, who lived out 
her life at her family home 
in Fenwick, on the mouth of 
the Connecticut River. He had 
stopped by the Fenwick house 
of a friend, Ellsworth Grant, 
Hepburn’s brother-in-law. “I 
walk up the back step of his 
house and the door opens up, 
and Ellsworth and Katharine 
Hepburn are standing 3 feet 
away,” Dodd recalls. “And 
Ellsworth says to me in a very 
loud voice, 'Would you like 
to meet Katharine Hepburn?’ 
and she’s not even glanced in 
my direction. So I say, ‘I’d 
be honored, delighted.’ And 
he says to her really loudly, 
‘Katharine, do you want to 
meet Senator Dodd?’ And 
without ever looking at me, 
she goes, ‘Why?’” He laughs. 
If he seems happy, it’s un¬ 
derstandable. After 36 years 
in Congress, his final stretch 
in the Senate was not easy. 
As chairman of the Banking 
Committee, he was dealing 
with the financial crisis while 
shepherding Teddy Kennedy’s 
health care bill as his good 
friend was dying. In trouble 
with Connecticut voters for 
taking a VIP home mortgage 
from Countrywide Financial, 
he didn’t seek re-election. 
Dodd is legally not allowed to 
lobby Congress for 22 more 
months. “Aside from that,” he 
says, “I don’t think it neces¬ 
sarily involves a principal all 
the time.” He has lobbyists on 
his staff. “Whatever else the 
world may think of us, they 
think we do a pretty good job 
at telling a story,” he says. 
“There’s probably someone 
around the world burning 
an American flag as we’re 
talking, and it wouldn’t be a 
shocking circumstance that 
once they’re finished dem¬ 
onstrating, they’ll go home 
tonight and they’ll probably 
watch an American movie.” 
It’s a tough job in an era of 
digital looting - Dodd dis¬ 
dains the word piracy as too 
“romantic” - and studios en¬ 
meshed in the webs of mul¬ 
tinational corporations pre¬ 
dicted by Paddy Chayefsky in 
“Network.’Q 
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Hugs From Libyans

CAIRO - This may be a first 
for the Arab world: An Amer¬ 
ican airman who bailed out 
over Libya was rescued from 
his hiding place in a sheep pen 
by villagers who hugged him, 
served him juice and thanked 
him effusively for bombing 
their country. 

Even though some villagers 
were hit by American shrap¬ 
nel, one gamely told an As¬ 
sociated Press reporter that 
he bore no grudges. Then, on 
Wednesday in Benghazi, the 
major city in eastern Libya 
whose streets would almost 
certainly be running with 


blood now if it weren’t for 
the American-led military 
intervention, residents held 
a “thank you rally.” They 
wanted to express gratitude 
to coalition forces for helping 
save their lives. Doubts are 
reverberating across America 
about the military interven¬ 
tion in Libya. Those questions 
are legitimate, and the un¬ 
certainties are huge. But let’s 
not forget that a humanitarian 
catastrophe has been averted 
for now and that this inter¬ 
vention looks much less like 
the 2003 invasion of Iraq than 
the successful 1991 gulf war 
to rescue Kuwait from Iraqi 
military occupation. This is 
also one of the few times in 
history when outside forces 
have intervened militarily to 
save the lives of citizens from 
their government. More com¬ 
monly, we wring our hands 
for years as victims are mas¬ 
sacred, and then, when it is 
too late, earnestly declare: 
“Never again.” 

In 2005, the United Nations 
approved a new doctrine 
called the “responsibility to 
protect,” nicknamed R2P, 
declaring that world pow¬ 
ers have the right and obli¬ 


gation to intervene when a 
dictator devours his people. 
The Libyan intervention is 
putting teeth into that fledg¬ 
ling concept, and here’s one 
definition of progress: The 
world took three-and-a-half 
years to respond forcefully 
to the slaughter in Bosnia, 
and about three-and-a-half 
weeks to respond in Libya. 
Granted, intervention will 
be inconsistent. We’re more 
likely to intervene where 
there are also oil or security 
interests at stake. But just as 
it’s worthwhile to feed some 
starving children even if we 
can’t reach them all, it’s worth 
preventing some massacres or 
genocides even if we can’t in¬ 
tervene every time. 

I opposed the 2003 Iraq in¬ 
vasion because my reporting 
convinced me that most Iraqis 
hated Saddam Hussein but 
didn’t want American forces 
intruding on their soil. This 
time my reporting persuades 
me that most Libyans wel¬ 
come outside intervention. 
“Opinion was unanimous,” 
Michel Gabaudan, the presi¬ 
dent of Refugees Internation¬ 
al, told me Wednesday after a

Ralph Nader calls for ending 
athletic scholarships

WASHINGTON - Consum¬ 
er advocate Ralph Nader is 
calling for the elimination of 
college athletic scholarships, 
saying the move is necessary 
to “de-professionalize” col¬ 
lege athletes. 

“As we near the exciting 
conclusion of 'March Mad¬ 
ness’ — which would more 
accurately be described as 
the 2011 NCAA Professional 
Basketball Championships 
— it’s time we step back and 
finally address the myth of 
amateurism surrounding big- 
time college football and bas¬ 
ketball in this country,” said 
Nader, whose League of Fans 
is proposing that the scholar¬ 
ships be replaced with need- 
based financial aid. 

The Associated Press ob¬ 
tained a copy of the proposal 
Thursday, ahead of its official 
release. 

NCAA spokesman Bob Wil¬ 
liams said referring to college 
athletes as professionals de¬ 
fies logic. 

“They are students, just like 
any other student on campus 
who receives a merit-based 
scholarship,” he said. 

Nader, a former presidential 
candidate, argued that his 
plan would also help reduce 
the “win-at-all-costs” mental¬ 
ity in high schools, by reduc¬ 
ing the incentive of college 
scholarships. 

“An entire industry has devel¬ 


oped in the youth sports arena 
— club teams, personal train¬ 
ers, etc. — to prey on families’ 
dreams of an athletic scholar¬ 
ship,” he said. “The lure of the 
elusive athletic scholarship is 
the primary — sometimes the 
only — marketing tool these 
youth sports entrepreneurs 
use.” 

He said he would try to gin up 
support for his proposal from 
university presidents, Capitol 
Hill and the Education De¬ 
partment. 

“We’ll use all the levers,” 
Nader said. 

“We’ll use the parents of ath¬ 
letes who’ve been mistreated 
and sick, and forced to play 
when they’re injured.” 

Nader added that he hadn’t 
yet canvassed Capitol Hill, 
but figured he’d find lawmak¬ 
ers who are concerned about 
the way college athletes are 
treated. 

He noted that the Drake 
Group, a college athletic 
watchdog organization, has 
come out in favor of banning 
athletic scholarships. 

Nader said that colleges 
should either integrate athlet¬ 
ics into the educational mis¬ 
sion by eliminating college 
scholarships, or, “openly ac¬ 
knowledge the professional¬ 
ism in big-time college sports, 
remove the tax-exempt status 
currently given to athletic de¬ 
partments, and make universi¬ 
ties operate them as unrelated 
businesses.”□

the World Cup. The Austra¬ 
lians, unbeaten in 34 consecu¬ 
tive World Cup matches until 
back-to-back defeats to Paki¬ 
stan and India within six days, 
slumped to their worst run at 
the marquee limited-overs 
event since 1992. 

Ponting answered the critics 
who called for him to retire 
or be fired as captain, grafting 
104 from 118 balls to anchor 
Australia’s 260 for six, but it 
wasn’t enough to save the de¬ 
fending champions. 

If sporting rivalry is consider¬ 
able between India and Aus¬ 
tralia, it’s nothing compared 
to the passionate rivalry be¬ 
tween India and Pakistan, 
who will meet in the semifinal 
in Mohali next week. 

Almost incidentally, the 
3 7-year-old Tendulkar com¬ 
pleted 18,000 runs in limited- 
overs internationals during 
his innings. 

Tendulkar, who has scored 
the most runs and centuries in 
both test and one-day cricket, 
pushed a delivery from pace 
bowler Brett Lee through the 


covers to get to the mark. 
England allrounder Michael 
Yardy returned home suffer¬ 
ing from depression and was 
replaced by legspinner Adil 
Rashid, two days before their 
quarterfinal against Sri Lanka. 
The England & Wales Cricket 
Board said in a statement that 
Yardy, 30, needed advice and 
treatment, “to overcome an 
illness he has been manag¬ 
ing for a prolonged period of 
time.” 

Yardy said that leaving as 
England prepared for Sri Lan¬ 
ka in Colombo on Saturday 
was a difficult decision: “I felt 
that it was the only sensible 
option for me and I wanted to 
be honest about the reason be¬ 
hind that decision.” 

Yardy is the second England 
player to leave a tour because 
of depression. Opener Mar¬ 
cus Trescothick fought and 
failed to beat the illness that 
attacked him whenever he left 
his family and home to travel 
abroad. 

Yardy’s teammate Ravi Bo- 
para said the news came as a 
shock, even though Yardy had 
not seemed his usual self in 
recent days. 

“I only just found out this 


morning. There was a group 
message sent around,” he 
said. “I’ve noticed over the 
last couple of days that he 
wasn’t 100 percent Michael 
Yardy. “ 

Yardy said he was looking 
forward to spending time with 
his wife and two children. 

“I would appreciate some pri¬ 
vacy over the coming weeks 
while I spend time with fam¬ 
ily and close friends ahead of 
what I hope will be a success¬ 
ful season for Sussex,” Yardy 
said.West Indies batsman 
Chris Gayle did not take too 
kindly to criticism of senior 
players by coach Ottis Gib¬ 
son, who said they should 
take responsibility for the 
feeble 10-wicket defeat at the 
hands of Pakistan in Wednes¬ 
day’s quarterfinal. 

The 31-year-old Gayle posted 
an apology to West Indies fans 
on his Twitter feed on Thurs¬ 
day, but added: “it is easy to 
blame the senior players,but 
difficult to accept the truth!!! 
Curse me blame me!!!!” 

A happier coach, Waqar You- 
nis, hopes Pakistan’s progress 
to the semifinals will help 
bring international cricket 
back to his home nation. □

ORLANDO, Florida (AP) — 

On a course that allowed only 
three rounds in the 60s and 
the most rounds in the 80s in 
nearly two decades, Spencer 
Levin shot a 6-under 66 for a 
three-shot lead in the Arnold 
Palmer Invitational on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Tiger Woods and his power 
group of Dustin Johnson and 
Gary Woodland provided 
the entertainment everyone 
expected, although not this 
variety. Woodland hit a tee 
shot onto another golf course, 
Johnson wound up 80 yards 
over a green and onto the next 
tee, and Woods angrily tossed 
his wedge after his best shot 
of the day. 

Their scores weren’t impres¬ 
sive. 

Woods missed a 10-foot par 
putt on the last hole for a 73, 
his highest opening round 
since 1999 at Bay Hill, where 
he was a six-time winner. 
Johnson and Woodland, com¬ 
ing off a win last week at In- 
nisbrook, each shot 77. 

Levin built the largest 18- 
hole lead of the year on the 
U.S. PGA Tour, but even that 
doesn’t illustrate how well 
he played to top the leader- 
board after the opening round 
for the third time this year. 
His 66 was nearly nine shots 
better than the average score 
at Bay Hill, which featured 
gusts over 20 mph (32 kph) 
and crusty conditions in the 


afternoon. 

Rickie Fowler and Hunter 
Mahan, joint second to Levin, 
played in the calmer morning, 
as did Phil Mickelson, who 
opened with a 70. 

The tough conditions showed 
themselves more at the bot¬ 
tom of the leaderboard. U.S. 
Open champion Graeme Mc¬ 
Dowell had an 80, as did Bob 
Hope winner Jhonattan Vegas 
and Brandt Snedeker. Ricky 
Barnes shot an 82. 

There were 13 rounds in the 
80s, the most at Bay Hill since 
there were 24 in the second 
round in 1983. 

And then there was Levin. 
“Six under ... I didn’t really 
even think about that on the 
range,” Levin said. “Because I 
know the course is hard, any¬ 
way, and then you have 20, 30 
mph wind and makes it even 
more tough. I was just kind of 
hoping anything around par, 
maybe anything under par, 
would be a good score in the 
afternoon for sure.” 

As usual, it came down to put¬ 
ting. 

Levin, who also had at least a 
share of the lead in the Honda 
Classic and Northern Trust 
Open at Riviera, holed a par 
putt from just off the green 
at No. 6 and chipped in for 
birdie from left of the second 
green. The finish kept his spir¬ 
its high. From the right bunker 
on No. 8, he blasted out across 
the green and down the slope 
to 8 feet for par, then atoned 
for a mediocre bunker shot on 


No. 9 with a 10-foot putt. 
“That was nice,” Levin said. 
“Obviously, a lot better mood. 
Parred the last two when I 
could have bogeyed, so that 
was good.” 

There wasn’t much good 
about the feature group. 
Woods struggled with his tee 
shots on the front nine and 
didn’t hit a single fairway, al¬ 
though he was in big trouble 
only once off the tee. The big¬ 
ger problem was the wind, and 
Woods twice had to back off 
putts because he couldn’t keep 
still. 

“Hit my irons well all day, and 
on the green, it was just tough 
to take the putter back straight 
because the wind was gust- 
ing and it was tough to get the 
right speed,” Woods said. 

It looked as though he might 
not have to putt on the par-5 
12th with a wedge that cov¬ 
ered the flag. It hit the bottom 
of the pin and spun back some 
25 feet. Woods dropped his 
club then flung it toward his 
bag. Johnson and Woodland, 
two of the biggest hitters, each 
reached a par 5 in two with 
the wind straight into them 
— Woodland on the 560-yard 
fourth, Johnson on the 557- 
yard 12th. 

They also hit shots rarely seen 
at Bay Hill. 

In a left-to-right wind on the 
par-5 sixth, Woodland lost it 
to the right. It bounced off a 
cart path, over the fence and 
wound up in the water on the 
par-3 “Charger” course at Bay 


Hill, which is out of bounds. 
That led to a double bogey. 

On the eighth, Johnson caught 
a flyer out of the rough and af¬ 
ter a few bounces on the cart 
path, his ball finally settled 80 
yards over the green and to¬ 
ward the front of the tee box 
on No. 9. Johnson was left 
with a blind shot over the trees 
and a TV tower, and it carried 


all the way into the water, 
leading to a double bogey. 
Fowler set the pace in the 
morning and reached 5 un¬ 
der, helped by an eagle on the 
16th. He didn’t finish as well 
as Levin, however, dropping 
shots on the eighth and ninth 
holes to end his round at 69. 
It was enough to lead until 
Levin warmed up.Q

which was published online 
March 24 in the journal Cur¬ 
rent Biology. 

“The motor outputs of chil¬ 
dren with Tourette syndrome 
are under greater cognitive 


control. You might view this 
as their being less likely to re¬ 
spond without thinking, or as 
being less reflexive,” Stephen 
Jackson, of the University 
of Nottingham in the United 
Kingdom, said in a journal

Chinese man smoking

BEIJING - Chinese health 
authorities are renewing a 
push to ban smoking in indoor 
public places, adding more 
venues like hotels and restau¬ 
rants as of May 1, though still 
excluding many workplaces. 
The guidelines given on the 
Health Ministry’s website are 
the latest effort to curb to¬ 
bacco use in the country with 
the world’s largest number of 
smokers and where experts 
say huge revenues from the 
state-owned tobacco mo¬ 
nopoly hinders anti-smoking 
measures. 

Smoking, which is linked to 
the deaths of at least 1 million 
people in China every year, 
is one of the greatest health 
threats the country faces, 
government statistics show. 
Nearly 30 percent of adults in 
China smoke, about 300 mil¬ 
lion people a number roughly 
equal to the entire U.S. popu¬ 
lation. 


The guidelines released this 
week are part of the Health 
Ministry’s regulations on 
health management in public 
places a set of rules that also 
covers areas including venti¬ 
lation, use of disinfectants, air 
quality and pest control. 

Dr. Yang Gonghuan, deputy 
director of the official Chinese 
Center for Disease Control 
and Prevention and a promi¬ 
nent anti-smoking advocate, 
said the new rules were a sig¬ 
nificant step forward but more 
needed to be done. 

“A higher level of legisla¬ 
tion is needed to make this 
ban more effective,” such as 
dedicated anti-smoking laws 
at the national or city levels, 
Yang said.Dr. Sarah England, 
head of the World Health Or¬ 
ganization’s Tobacco Free 
Initiative in China, says the 
new rules cover a broader ar¬ 
ray of venues than previous 
guidelines issued in 1991, but 
that the definition of “public

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Swiss watchmakers competing for young, old, rich

BASEL, Switzerland (AP) 

— Even the world’s biggest 
trade fair for watches can’t 
seem to avoid subtly encour¬ 
aging the use of an alternative 
timekeeping device heavily 
favored by younger — and 
often bare-wristed — con¬ 
sumers: the smartphone. 
Baselworld is offering a new 
app to help people navigate a 
labyrinth of luxury watches, 
jewelry and other items shown 
by 1,892 exhibitors from 45 
nations in 1.7 million square 
feet of convention space. 

The app highlights what ev¬ 
eryone, particularly texting 
teenagers and Web-savvy 
20-somethings, knows: The 
time is everywhere: on radios, 
ovens, microwaves, banks, 
train stations, street corners, 
and especially on phones. All 
of which makes it harder to 
make the case for the tradi¬ 
tional wristwatch. 

“Now the tendency, the trend 
to go to these kind of devices 
is very high,” conceded Mi¬ 
chele Orfeo, head of market¬ 
ing for Swiss watchmaker 
Balmain, part of the Swatch 
Group, which targets wom¬ 
en who would pay $200 to 
$2,000 for a watch. 

So to compete for young 
people, as with any potential 
segment of watch-wearers, 
a watch maker must have a 
price, a style, even a mood in 
mind. 

“We all have a certain seg¬ 
ment and price range, and an 
image,” Orfeo said. “What 
we sell is not just a watch, but 
kind of an elegance. They’re 
all having a certain territory 
of emotion. Everyone can 
find something where they 
feel good and at ease, when 
they’re wearing these.” 

Many of the watches dis¬ 
played in Basel are aimed at 
serious money. 

Hublot of Geneva is offering 
a $3 million diamond watch 
that truly is one of a kind — 
just one made. The company 
says it took 13,000 hours to 
fashion the diamonds, all 
taken from a Russian mine 
in Yakutsk, into a 141-carat 
tourbillon with 637 baguette 
diamonds and one rose-cut 
diamond on the crown. 


Dealers among the expected 
100,000 visitors who come to 
Baselworld can order upscale 
models like the $35,900 Ome¬ 
ga Ladymatic or the $23,000 
Breguet Type XXII 10 Hertz 
chronograph. 

More broadly, Swiss watch¬ 
makers say, they are seeing 
particularly fast growth in the 
$200-$500 and $3,000-plus 
price ranges. And business is 
good, they say, despite the up¬ 
risings in the Arab world and 
the earthquake and tsumani 
in Japan, one of the world’s 
biggest buyers of luxury high- 
tech goods. 

The mood is upbeat yet som¬ 
ber. 

“We have experienced the 
months gone by as an alter¬ 
nation of major, unforesee¬ 
able upheavals and shocks,” 
said Jacques J. Duchene, who 
chairs a committee represent¬ 
ing Baselworld’s 627 watch¬ 
makers, 736 jewelry traders 
and 529 other exhibitors. 
“Despite that, the watch and 
jewelry industry can look 
back on a truly remarkable 
year, and the indicators con¬ 
tinue to remain excellent,” he 
said. 

What’s hot this year, said Tis- 
sot CEO Francois Thiebaud, 
are classic designs of the 
1950s and 1960s, Art Deco 
from the 1920s and 1930s, 
smaller, rounder models, steel 
and gold, and dials stripped 
to essentials but still finely 
worked. 

Inside the convention center, 
the Hall of Dreams, Hall of 
Desires and other similarly 
named halls brimmed with 
multistory displays for the 
likes of Breguet, Breitling, 
Chopard, Omega, Patek 
Philippe and Rolex. 

But there’s a difference be¬ 
tween luxury and quality, said 
Dr. Helmut Crott of Luxem¬ 
bourg, a German orthopedic 
surgeon-tumed-watch consul¬ 
tant, who invested in and now 
helps manage the tiny Swiss 
watchmaker Urban Juer- 
gensen & Soenner. 

Crott said there’s “some kind 
of mythic thing” about well- 
made watches but smart¬ 
phones play to a different 
crowd. He also said tough 
times might be affecting high- 
end watch buyers in ways 


harder to see. 

“It’s more than an accessory. 
It’s between an object of art, 
of value, of giving from one 
generation to the other,” he 
said. “I think with the (finan¬ 
cial) crisis, people are more 
discreet again. They don’t 
want to show so much what 
they have.” 

His company aims to sell 
only a few hundred of their 
classic handmade watches 
a year, ranging from 25,000 
to 600,000 Swiss francs 
($27,500 to $660,000), he 
said, but that’s just fine by 
him. The mechanical watches 
are meant to last for decades, 


sometimes more than a centu¬ 
ry, even if they can’t compete 
with the precision of atomic 
clocks. 

“The watch was a symbol 
for the universe,” he said. 
“There’s something magical 
or mystical in it. I mean, I’m 
fascinated by it.’Q

Google in translation pact 
for European patents

PARIS (AP) — Google said 
Thursday it has reached an 
agreement with European pat¬ 
ent authorities to use its on¬ 
line technology to translate 
some 50 million patents. 

Google Inc. and the Munich- 
based European Patent Office 
will cooperate to use Google 
Translate technology to trans¬ 
late patents into 28 European 
languages as well as into Chi¬ 
nese, Japanese, Korean and 
Russian. 

The deal with enable research¬ 
ers and the curious to search 
for patents in the EPO’s three 
official languages — English, 
French and German — and 
translate them on the fly on 
the EPO’s website. The trans¬ 
lations are to serve informa¬ 
tional and research purposes 
only, and will not replace le¬ 
gal requirements for patents 
to be translated by profession¬ 
al translators. 

The project is expected to be 
completed in 2014. 

“Machine translation helps to 
overcome language barriers 
and make information con¬ 
tained in patents globally ac¬ 
cessible and available,” said 
EPO President Benoit Bat- 
tistelli. “The new translation 
tool is a further stepping stone 
to improving innovation in

in Motion Ltd.’s stock took a hit

RIM’s shares were down $6.81, 
or almost 11 percent, at $57.31 
in extended trading after the 
Waterloo, Ontario, company 
reported results from the three 
months that ended Feb. 26.

That was up 31 percent from

Net 
income for the quarter that ended on Feb. 28 increased to $2.1 
billion, or 41 cents per share, from $1.2 billion, or 23 cents per 
share a year earlier.

Analysts 
surveyed by FactSet forecast earnings of 50 cents per share. 
Revenue jumped 37 percent to $8.8 billion from $6.4 billion, 
more than the $8.7 billion analysts predicted.

The Bureau of Ocean Energy 
Management, Regulation and 
Enforcement on Thursday is¬ 
sued a permit to Chevron Corp. 
that lets the oil giant return to a 
well it started drilling in 6,750 
feet of water 216 miles off the 
Louisiana cost last year. 

Chevron was about 80 percent 
of the way to its goal depth of 
29,000 feet when the govern¬ 
ment banned deep-water drill¬ 
ing in June because of last year’s 
Gulf of Mexico oil spill, the na¬ 
tion’s worst. Chevron says it is 
applying lessons learned from 
the Deepwater Horizon accident 
to make sure the drilling project 
that regulators approved will 
be the safest well possible. Un¬ 
like the four other deep-water 
projects that regulators have ap¬ 
proved since the spill, Chevron’s 
Moccasin well is the first to tap 
a new reservoir from which oil 
or gas has not been produced, 
meaning there are potentially 
greater risks. The approval came 
a day after investigators report¬ 


ed that the blowout preventer 
that should have averted last 
year’s disaster failed to fully 
sever and seal a drill pipe that 
had been rocked out of place 
by a surge of pressure in BP’s 
Macondo well underneath the 
Deepwater Horizon rig. 

The blowout preventer for 
Chevron’s project, made by 
GE-owned Hydril Pressure 
Control, has two pairs of shear 
rams to cut the pipe in an emer¬ 
gency, while the one on the 
Macondo just had one pair, said 
Gary Luquette, President of 
Chevron’s North American ex¬ 
ploration and production busi¬ 
ness. 

“There’s even discussion of 
recommending to regulators 
a third blind shear ram in the 
future,” Luquette said. Trans¬ 
ocean Ltd.’s drill ship Dis¬ 
coverer Inspiration will drill 
the well. 

Chevron changed its well de¬ 
sign from last year and will now 
use casing designed to handle 
the pressure of the capping pro¬ 
cedure that finally stopped the 


Macondo spill. Earlier attempts 
to plug the well were hampered 
by concerns about the well cas¬ 
ing’s integrity. 

The extra efforts reflect the in¬ 
tense scrutiny industry faces as 


it slowly returns to the deep wa¬ 
ter. The scrutiny intensified this 
week when the ocean energy 
bureau released its investigation 
of the blowout preventer used 
at the Macondo well, which 


concluded the blind shear rams 
were unable to successfully cut 
through drill pipe and seal oil 
and gas underground because 
that pipe had buckled and shift¬ 
ed off center. □

Oil settles lower, below $106 per barrel

NEW YORK (AP) — After government re¬ 
ports gave a mixed read on the U.S. econom¬ 
ic recovery, oil prices on Thursday settled 
close to where they began. 

The Commerce Department said companies 
trimmed orders for manufactured goods in 
February, suggesting that businesses were 
limiting spending. Meanwhile the Labor De¬ 
partment said fewer Americans applied for 
unemployment benefits last week, indicat¬ 
ing that employers could be expanding their 
work forces. 

Benchmark crude prices fluctuated as trad¬ 
ers digested the news, rising as high as 
$106.69 a barrel before dropping back. The 
contract for May delivery fell 15 cents to 
settle at $105.60 per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. 

Prices have jumped 24 percent since the 
middle of February, when rebellion broke 


out in Libya and eventually squeezed off 
production that supplied nearly 2 percent of 
the world’s oil. 

As fighting continued in Libya, companies 
like Occidental Petroleum Corp. and Aus¬ 
tria-based OMV, were removing workers 
in Yemen, where anti-government protests 
have been intensifying. Yemen produces 
only 0.3 percent of the world’s oil, accord¬ 
ing to the International Energy Administra¬ 
tion, but it is located on one of the world’s 
most strategic shipping lanes. About 3.2 mil¬ 
lion barrels of oil per day — more than twice 
what Libya produced — pass through a strait 
near Yemen that connects the Red Sea with 
the Gulf of Aden. The Energy Information 
Administration has said that disruptions in 
that shipping lane would force oil tankers to 
take a costly detour around the southern tip 
of Africa to reach western markets. 

The U.S. embassy in Sana’a, the capital of 
Yemen, is warning U.S. citizens to stay away 


from the presidential palace and other plac¬ 
es where large crowds may gather. “Public 
demonstrations, which in the past have led 
to violence, confrontation, and casualties, 
have grown particularly dangerous during 
the Yemeni weekend,” the embassy said in a 
statement on its website. 

The world is still flush with surplus oil, yet 
traders say the fighting in North Africa and 
the Middle East, combined with the Japanese 
nuclear crisis, could make it difficult for oil 
producers to keep up with rising demand. 
PFGBest analyst Phil Flynn estimates that 
world oil demand will rise by 1 to 2 million 
barrels per day as Japan replaces power lost 
from its damaged nuclear reactors, and other 
countries like Germany take aging nuclear 
facilities offline. 

Still, after a swift rise, oil traders are bracing 
for a downturn in energy markets and have 
been watching how the U.S. economy han¬ 
dles higher energy prices. Analysts are con-

The drink, in 
23.5- or seven-ounce contain¬ 
ers, has a 12 percent alcohol 
content and comes in grape, 
raspberry watermelon, straw¬ 
berry lemonade and blue¬ 
berry pomegranate flavors. 
Critics say it is a hazard for 
young people because it can 
be confused with soft drinks. 
“You look at this product, and 
you think it’s a fruit drink,” 
said John Challis, senior vice 
president of Daytop Treat¬ 
ment Services, aimed at reha¬ 
bilitating substance abusers. 
“They are creating a demand, 
and then offering the sup¬ 
ply.” New York City Council¬ 
man Robert Jackson recently

called for Blast to be banned 
in New York. “Blast, along 
with similar drinks, is spe¬ 
cifically targeted to younger 
people,” said Jackson’s aide, 
Martin Collins. 

“In the short term, a drink like 
this masks and shrouds the ef¬ 
fects of alcohol. 

That’s dangerous for our 
young people.” 

In a statement, Jon Sayer, chief 
marketing officer of Pabst, 
said: “Blast is only meant to 
be consumed by those above 
legal drinking age and does 
not contain caffeine.”□

A different ‘Mildred Pierce’ from the film we know

NEW YORK - A remarkable 
thing about the HBO mini¬ 
series “Mildred Pierce”: The 
way it breathes. 

This five-part, five and a half 
hour adaptation of the 1941 
James M. Cain novel is an un¬ 
hurried period piece that sets 
the viewer down in Depres¬ 
sion-era Glendale, Calif., and 
into the complicated world of 
its heroine. 

But even as it inhabits a long- 
ago time and place, it also 
seems to dovetail with the 
current day. Leafy Glendale 
of 1931 isn’t exactly the Dust 
Bowl, but it, like the rest of the 
country, has been slammed by 
economic crisis that, for the 
viewer, may strike a familiar 
chord. Meanwhile, Mildred’s 
plight is magnified: She is 
suddenly a divorcee, forced 
to find work to support herself

and her two young daughters. 
Ambitious and resourceful, 
Mildred will do that and then 
some: She builds a restaurant 
empire. But during a saga 
stretching nearly a decade, 
Mildred, despite her busi¬ 
ness successes, will face class 
stigma (her sleepy burg just 
doesn’t cut it with the likes 
of nearby Pasadena) and a 
stormy relationship with her 
precocious, social-climbing 
daughter, Veda. She will also 
confront her sexual self, ex¬ 
ploring “aspects of herself she 
never knew existed,” in the 


words of Todd Haynes, who 
directed the miniseries and 
co-wrote its script. 

This “Mildred Pierce” has 
only a nodding acquaintance 
with the much-remembered 
1945 film, a murder who¬ 
dunit that brought its star, 
Joan Crawford, a best ac¬ 
tress Oscar. Haynes (whose 
previous films include “Far 
From Heaven” and “I’m Not 
There”) calls his version “an 
intensely faithful adaptation 
of the novel.” Indeed, it feels 
like a gracefully direct trans¬ 
lation into pictures and sound, 
complete with breathing room 
for the audience “to think and 
to draw connections your¬ 
self,” as he puts it. 

Kate Winslet is a marvel as 
Mildred, who is on-screen 
nearly every scene as she 
goes through many changes 
and the pressures that propel

tional Monument. Congress 
in the late 1950s authorized 
the construction of the memo¬ 
rial to honor the crewmem¬ 
bers entombed when the USS 
Arizona was sunk during an 
aerial attack by the Japanese 
that plunged the United States 
into World War II. The Pa¬ 


cific War Memorial Commis¬ 
sion was tasked with raising 
$500,000 to build the USS 
Arizona Memorial. 

Ralph Edwards, host of the hit 
TV series, “This is Your Life,” 
kicked off the public fundrais¬ 
ing efforts on his Dec. 3, 1958 
show when he featured Ari¬ 
zona crewmember and Medal 
of Honor recipient Samuel 
Fuqua.

Researchers And ancient stone tools in India 



Africa starting more than 1.5 
million years ago. 

The tools dated to at least 1.07 
million years old and some 
possibly 1.51 million years 
old, the researchers report in 
Friday’s edition of the journal 
Science. 

That is almost contemporary 
with similar tools found in 
Africa, the researchers noted 
in their paper. 

“If the early age of 1.5 million 
years ago is to be believed, 
this has major implications,” 
said archaeologist Michael 


Petraglia of the University of 
Oxford, England, who was 
not part of the research team. 
The early date would be con¬ 
sistent with the age of early 
populations of Homo erec- 
tus, and not the later forms 
of hominins, such as Homo 
heidelbergensis, he explained. 
“This is important as it means 
that a smaller brained form 
of hominin was able to cross 
formidable barriers and adapt 
to the ecological settings of 
India.” 

Robin Dennell of Sheffield 


University, England, said the 
new evidence suggests the 
spread of this type of tools 
from Africa occurred in two 
phases, first by H. erectus into 
South Asia and much later by 
H. heidelbergensis northward 
and westward into Europe. 
The discovery at a site called 
Attirampakkam in the Kortal- 
layar river basin helps anthro¬ 
pologists better understand 
the spread of ancient people 
from Africa into Asia.

average wind speeds have 
increased over the world’s 
oceans, as have wave heights, 
generating rougher seas, re¬ 
searchers reported in a study 
published online Thursday. 
Since faster winds cause more 
evaporation, the increase 
could lead to more water 
vapor in the air, compound¬ 
ing any increase from global 
warming and providing added 
moisture for rain. Generally, 
that means a higher chance 
for rainfall. 

Researchers led by Ian Young 
of Swinburne University of 


Technology in Australia re¬ 
port in the journal Science 
that over a 23-year period, 
average wind speed over the 
oceans rose by 0.25 percent 
per year. 

The proportion of increase in 
wave height was less than for 
wind speed, the researchers 
noted, while the increase for 
extreme winds was more than 
for average winds. 

The researchers said the high¬ 
er winds are not necessarily 
the result of global warming. 
Eugene S. Takle, director of 
the climate science program 
at Iowa State University, and 
not part of Young’s research 
team, noted that evapora¬ 
tion rises with higher wind 
speeds, so the result would be 
more moisture in the air even 
without global warming. And 
the warming shown in many 
studies also would increase 
evaporation. 

Just two years ago, 

Takle and colleagues pub¬ 
lished a study of wind speeds 
over land that showed a de¬ 
crease, rather than the in¬ 
crease Young’s team found in 
its measurements from satel¬ 
lites and buoys.Q

dia, said Petraglia. 

“This means that soon after 
early humans invented the 
Acheulean toolkit ... groups 
migrated out of Africa at an 
early stage, crossing formida¬ 
ble geographic barriers to get 
to southern Asia,” Petraglia 
said. “The suggestion that this 
occurred at around 1.5 million 
years ago is simply stagger¬ 
ing. This is the oldest date for 
out of Africa dispersals, sup¬ 
planting the much cited 1.4 
million-year-old ages from 
the Levant.” 

Petraglia said the main issue 
here is one of confidence in 
the dating methods, but as the 
researchers used two indepen¬ 
dent dating techniques, “I am 
satisfied that the ages are ac¬ 
curate.” 

The early date for the Indian 
find also help explain similar 
tools found in the Bose Ba¬ 
sin of South China and dated 
about 800,000 years ago, 
Dennell added. While the 
tools could have been devel¬ 
oped independently in China, 
the finding of older artifacts 
in India now shows it was 
possible for the technology to 
have spread there from India. 
A separate paper in the same 
issue of Science reports that 
a mass of ancient stone tools 
discovered at an archaeologi¬ 
cal dig in Texas is pushing 
back the presence of humans 
in North America, perhaps by 
as much as 2,500 years. 
Thousands of artifacts dating 
to between 13,200 and 15,500 
years ago were uncovered by 
researchers led by Michael R.

URUGUAY (AP) - La justicia 
decidio el jueves procesar al 
ex dictador Gregorio Alvarez 
por “homicidio muy especial- 
mente agravado” por la muerte 
de un ex militante izquierdista 
en 1973. 

La Corte Suprema de Jusitica, 
informo que Alvarez seguira 
en prision mientras es proc- 
esado, ya que esta purgando 
condena por otros casos de 
violaciones a los derechos hu- 
manos durante la dictadura, 
que comenzo en 1973 y ter- 
mino en 1985. En el nuevo 
caso es acusado por la muerte 
del miembro del Movimiento 
de Liberacion Nacional Tu- 
pamaros Robert Luzardo. 
Raul Luzardo, hermano de la 
victima, dijo al diario digital 
Observa que la familia esta 
viviendo “un momento de fe- 
licidad moderada”. Luzardo 


fue herido de bala en agosto 
de 1972 y fallecio diez meses 
despues en el Hospital Militar, 
dos semanas antes del golpe 
de Estado. Por entonces, Al¬ 
varez era el jefe del Estado 
Mayor Conjunto del Ejercito 
y, segun los abogados de la fa¬ 
milia Luzardo, ordeno que no 
se le brindara atencion medica 
al militante tupamaro. 
Luzardo, como integrante del 
MLN-Tupamaros, presunta- 
mente participo en una accion 
armada que derivo en la muerte 
del coronel Artigas Alvarez, 
hermano del ex dictador. Al¬ 
varez llego al poder en 1981 
y gobemo de facto hasta que 
dimitio en febrero de 1985, 
despues de la realizacion de 
elecciones en las que salio 
electo Julio Maria Sangui- 
netti. Al renunciar le cedio el 
poder al entonces presidente 


de la Suprema Corte de Justi¬ 
cia, Rafael Addiego Bruno. La 
decision de la Corte Suprema 
fue revelada horas despues 
de que la Corte Internacional 
de Derechos Humanos (Cor- 
telDH) emitiera un fallo que 
ordena a las autoridades uru- 
guayas a remover una amnistia 
que protege a perpetradores de 
graves violaciones a los dere¬ 
chos humanos en Uruguay y 
que ha representado que en el 
pais haya una cantidad de ca¬ 
sos que continuen impunes. 

La CorteIDH, en una sen- 
tencia relacionada con la de- 
saparicion forzosa de Maria 
Claudia Garcia, tambien or¬ 
deno al gobierno uruguayo a 
que abra todo los archivos de 
la epoca de la dictadura (1973- 
1985) para facilitar las inves- 
tigaciones que se remonten a 
esa epoca. □ 


Congreso elimina delito 
de adulterio en Mexico 


MEXICO (AP) - El Senado 
aprobo el jueves eliminar el 
delito de adulterio en Mexico. 
Con 69 votos a favor y una ab- 
stencion, la camara alta derogo 
del Codigo Penal Federal el 
capitulo relativo al adulterio, 
un delito que segun los legis- 
ladores no se aplicaba en los 
hechos pero se mantenia en la 
ley. La modificacion, previa- 
mente avalada por la Camara 
de Diputados, fue enviada al 
Ejecutivo para su publicacion. 
Hasta ahora, el adulterio se 


consideraba un delito federal 
que seria castigado hasta con 
dos anos de prision. 

El senador del partido iz¬ 
quierdista de la Revolucion 
Democratica dijo que derogar 
el delito “es una manera de 
repudiar un delito historica- 
mente construido contra las 
mujeres”. 

Se elimina asi, dijo, “una 
construccion juridica creada 
para mantener la propiedad 
de las mujeres de parte de los 
hombres”.Q
